An informed source said the 
explosives^were part of a cache 
to be used' in an attack on Cuba 
by foes of Premier Fidel Castro. 

But the F.B.I. would only say 
that the materials were "seized 
in coivnectlort with ah investi- 
gation of ' an effort to carry out 
a military operation from the 
United States against a country 
with which the United State's 
is at peace. ’

were stortd In the porch of a 
dwelling fp the Rorest Glen ad-j 
dition to the subdivisio.n of La-! 
combe Park, the F.B.I. sgid. ■ i 

Also seized were parapher-I 
nalta for assdtnbling fuses, 25 
pieces of primer cord, 24 com- 
mercial-t 3 rpe percussion blast- 
ing caps and a 50-pound con- 
tainer , of a thickener used to 
make a jelly-Uke substance out 
of gasoline. ' 

Thercxplosives, 48 cases of 60 
per cent dynamite, each weigh- 
ing 50 pounds, were stored in a 
trailer parked adjacent to the 
j hou.se.
